Miss Marj Abigail, uas enough of a 
new woman to have insisted on fitting 
herself b.\ a course in n normal school 
to eain an independent living. Being 
obligated to teach a certain length of 
lime afi T graduating, she went on 
teaching school en en after her father 
became \uv president. She kept at it 
until her mother summoned her to 
preside over the White House, where 
ehe promptly induced congress to in- 
stall a library, the mansion having 
been until then a bookless desert. 


A momh after the rnd of her hus- 


band's term Mrs. Fillmore was dead. 
Next Miss Mary died of cholera, and 
then, after a tour of Europe, the 
pathetic loneliness of a retired presi- 
dent was relie\ed by a marriage with 
a wealthy widow. 


Fillmoie had tried to avert this re- 


tirement by an unsuccessful effort to 
be nominated 
to succeed 
himself. 


Four years afterward he attempted 
to break the retirement nnd return 
to the presidency. Although lie had 
both the Kuovvnothing and Whig nom- 
inations, he ran third in the election. 
He lived on in his Buffalo home until 
the very year when another Buffalo- 
nlan, Grover Cleveland, started for 
the White House by way of the 
shrievalty of Brie county.

With all 
Ins good qualities of head and heart, 
he was not broad enough to be more 
than the servant of a section, "of 
those who placed me here," as he ex- 
pressed it. 


The new president's appointment of 


Jefferson Davis to be secretary of war 
identified his administration at the out- 
set with the aggressive faction in tire 
south.

Gen. CroM'der's "work or fight'' order forced 120,000 men either into 
tho army or useful work and liis drive on the slacker marriages added 
123,000 men to class one. 
Eighteen thousand waiters alone changed 
their work, as did 17,000 clerical workers. 
More than 295,000 are still 
classed as deserters by the provost marslial generaFs office, having failed 
to answer calls or register. 
About 67,000 have been apprehended. 


Eight tliousand convicts or ex-prisoners were inducted and their 
records show they have made fine fighting men. 


Gen. Crowder closes his report with a tribute to all who helped 
make the draft a success. The total cost of the draft was only $16,000,000 
and Gen. Crowder *had $38,000,000 in appropriations waiting to go back 
to the treasury. 
The per capita cost of the inductments was $6.52, 
as compared with $217 in tho ^60s.

Monument for Apple Tree 
Erected by the Farmers of 
Dundas County, in Ontario 


One of tho most novel monuments ia 
existence has been built in Canada by 
the farmers of Dundas county, On- 
tario, They have erected a marble pil- 
lar to mark the site on which grew a 
famous apple tree. 
More than a cen- 
tury ago a settler in Canada named 
Macintosh, when clearing a space in 
which to make a home in the wilder- 
ness, discovered among a number of 
wild apple trees one which bore fruit 
so superior to the rest that he cultt 
vated it and named it the Macintosh 
Red. The apple became famous; seeds 
and cuttings wei*e distributed to all 
parts of Canada, so that now the "Mac- 
intosh Red flourishes wherever apples 
gi'ow in the great Dominion, 
In 1896 
the origina^ tree from which this enor- 
mous family sprang was injured by 
fire, but it continued to bear^ fruit 
until a few years ago. 
Then after 
115 years, it died, and the grateful 
farmers have raised a marble pillai 
In honor of the tree which has done 
so much for the fruit-growing industry 
of their land. 


Mother's Cook Book 


TIPS FOR THE 
POULTRY GROWER 


Immense Food Supplies for 
Brave Yanks Across Seas— 
The Daily Stocks, in Hand 


That laying hens will increase their 
production If fed a properly propor- 
tioned ration has been demonstrated 
In Missouri this winter. 
And the i-n- 
tlon costs no more than some of the 
carelessly compounded rations 
many 
flocks receive. 
Here is tho ration ex- 
pressed in quantities sufiTicient to feed 
100 hens one day: 


Scratch Feed—Ten pounds shelled 
coi-n or kaflir and 5 pounds thrashed 
oats or barley. 
Feed In deep litter 
morning and evening. 


Drj' Mash—Three pounds bran or 3 
pounds cornmeal, 3 pounds shorts or 
3 pounds ground oat.s, and 
pounds 
beefscrap or 1 pound tankage. 
Three 
gallons of milk may be substituted for 
the Jjeefscrap or tankage. 
Keep this 
mash before the birds at all times. 


In addition to this feed, supply green 
feed in some form, plenty of fresh 
Avater and grit and shell. 


Tiie use of the foregoing ration has 
been advocated by the extension serv- 
ice of the University of Missouri col- 
lege of agriculture. 


Ten communities have reported re- 
sults for 30 days which shows a per- 
centage increase of 173. IThis means 
that all commimities reporting are re- 
ceiving a double return in number of 
eggs laid, and one community reports 
that the yield has been increased sev- 
en-fold, 
This Is conclusive evidence 
that the ration is practical, and that a 
laying hen, weil fed, will respond to 
good feed. 


First Discovery of Gold 


in California Was in 1848 


^Vhoever goes hungry in Europe this 
winter it Avill not be the American 
soldiers, notes a correspondent. 
Tho 
daily stocks in hand reported by the 
quartermaster's 
department 
of 
the 
American expeditionary forces gives 
an Idea of .supplies only when it is 
remembered tiiey represent 
reserves 
held between daily consumption and 
arrivals known to be en route. 
Po- 
tatoes furnish a striking example. The 
stock in hand at the last report was 
8,200.000 pounds, and yet the Ameri- 
can forces are receiving 30,000 tons 
of potatoes a month, which makes 60,- 
000,000 pounds, x^hiefiy from Ireland. 
Potatoes being perishable, 
it would 
not be wise to keep double the daily 
slocks in hand.

The 
yield of grains is so abundant that it 
meets the domestic requirements and 
allows for large quantities to be ex­ 
ported. As a matter "of fact, the oth­ 
er countries of the former Austro- 
Hungarian empire invariably depend 


tion is smelted* in local furnaces for 
domestic uses, while the balance is 
sold.

Monument for Apple Tree 
Erected by the Farmers of 
Dundas County, in Ontario 


One of tho most novel monuments in 
existence has been built In Canada by 
the farmers of Dundas county, On- 
tario. They have erected a marble pil­ 
lar to mark the site on which grew a 
famous apple tree. More than a cen- 
tury ago a settler in Canada named 
Macintosh, when clearing a space in 
which to make a home in the wilder­ 
ness, discovered among a number of 
wild apple trees one which bore fruit 
so superior to the rest that he cultk 
vated it and named it the Macintosh 
Red. The apple became famous; seeds 
and cuttings were distributed to all 
parts of Canada# so that now the “Mac­ 
intosh Bed flourishes wherever apples 
grow in the great Dominion. In 1896 
the original tree from which this enor­ 
mous family sprang was injured by 
fire, but it continued to bear fruit

until a few years ago. 
Then after 
113 years, it died, and the grateful 
farmers have raised a marble pillai 
In honor of the tree which has done 
so much for the fruit-growing industry* 
of their land. 


Mother’s Cook Book 


TIPS FOR THE 
POULTRY GROWER 


That laying hens will Increase their 
production if fed a properly propor­ 
tioned ration has been demonstrated 
in Missouri this winter. 
And the ra­ 
tion costs no more than some of the 
carelessly compounded rations many 
flocks receive. Here is the ration ex­ 
pressed in quantities sufficient to feed 
100 hens one day: 


Scratch Feed—Ten pounds shelled 
corn or kaflir and 5 pounds thrashed 
oats or barley. 
Feed in deep litter 
morning and evening. 


Dry Mash—Three pounds bran or 3 
pounds cornmeal, 3 pounds shorts or 
3 pounds ground oats, and l 1/^ pounds 
beefscrap or 1 pound tankage. Three 
gallons of milk may be substituted for 
the Jieefscrap or tankage. 
Keep this 
mash before the birds at all times. 


In addition to this feed, supply green 
feed in some form, plenty of fresh 
water and grit and shell. 


The use of the foregoing ration has 
been advocated by the extension serv­ 
ice of the University of Missouri col­ 
lege of agriculture. 


Ten communities have reported re­ 
sults for 30 days which shows a per­ 
centage increase of 173. This means 
that ail communities reporting are re­ 
ceiving a double return in number of 
eggs laid, and one community reports 
that the yield has been increased sev­ 
en-fold. 
This is conclusive evidence 
that the ration is practical, and that a 
laying hen, well fed, will respond to 
good feed.

American expeditionary forces gives 
an idea of supplies only when it is 
remembered they represent reserves 
held between daily consumption and 
arrivals known to be en route.

The 
stock In hand at the last report was 
8,200,000 pounds, and yet the Ameri­ 
can forces are receiving 30,000 tons 
of potatoes a month, which makes 60,- 
000,000 pounds, x*hiefiy from Ireland. 
Potatoes being perishable, it would 
not be wise to keep double the daily 
stocks in hand.

liermany can probably pay an indemnity of $;i,5oo,(K)u,000 annually. 
But if the financial demands of the victors m the war are too heavy they 
will result in Germany's ruin ajid the spread of anarchy throughout that 
country and eventually over a still greater part of Europe. 


-In estimating Germany's wealth I find that the question of hor raw 
materials, with which she is abundantly supplied, is not taken into consid- 
eration by tliosc wlio discuss this subject. 
They base their estimates all 
on til' developed wealth of the couiitry, which is far less than the value 
of its undeveloped resources. 
Lot ns take, for example, Germany's coal 
supply. 
This is estimated to be around 409,000,000,000 tons, while 
Franco has only about 17,000,000,000 tons. 
Of this total Germany may 
lose 20 per cent through the taking of Al^iacp-I.orraine by France. 
She 
may Iv se some coal deposits on the left baiUi of the Rhine also, but assume 
that si 
M'ill have left i]n0,000,000,000 tons in hor mines jand placc a 
conservative estimate of $1 a ton on this and you will begin to get soma 
idea of tho value of the country's great natural resources. 
This one item 
amounls to $;u)0,0(i0,i)00,()00. 
Suppose the allies should decide to take 
one-fourth of this coal su]>i)ly of Germany and apply it on their bill for 
damages. 
This would reduce their claims by more than $72,000.000,01)0. 
The nation whu'h has i\ big sup])ly of coal is bound to b(» a great 


clutcbin;?. but on the greasy, slime- I industrial natit^n, bc.'anst"^ coal is the basis of all industrial development.

Roads Now Sweeps the Country

Just as proliibitiun, unie starliid, spread so quickly over the nation 
that the i:tates rushed to get on the '^dry" bandwagon, so the good-roada 
movement is sweeping over the country. 
The vigorous manner in which 
tlie states hav^ taken up the cry to pull themselves out of the mud indi- 
cates that at last the public has come to a realization of the sound eco- 
nomio basis of improved iiigliway«. 


Illinois, once the most backward of btatch, has come suddenly to the 
forefront. 
Illinois, in its $(50,000,000 bond issue projec^t, solved a ques- 
tion that has puzzled good-roads enthusiasts from the beginning of their 
propaganda for better highways. 
This was the question of a sgund, eco- 
nomical and fair method of financing a state system of main highways 
to which all other roads could be tributary. 


The taxation problem always is with us, and if an attempt were made 
Tight now to levy a genui'al ta.\ fur good roads it would be met with very 
Eeriuus and powerful opposition. 


But Illinois got around this question through the expedii?nt of the 
application of the automobile license fees to the principal and interest 
of a bund issue. 
Motorists generally co-operated in advocating this 
method of taxijig themselves, realizing that the saving in depreciation 
and nuuiiug expenses would mure than meet the burden. 


Thus the ''Illinois 
was evolved and today we have dozens of 


siiiter states looking into it and preparing to adopt it all, or so much of it 
t.s their coubtitution or other local conditions \yill permit. 


There is a geneifil disposition to await price readjustment before 
ambitious construction plans are put under way for 1919,

man} can probably pay an indemnity oi $u,5uo,uou,000 annually. 
But if tho financial demands of the victors in the war are too heavy they 
will result in Germany’s ruin and the spread of anarchy throughout that 
country and eventually over a still greater part of Europe. 


.In estimating Germany’s wealth I find that the question of her raw 
materials, with which she is abundantly supplied, is not taken into consid­ 
eration by those who discuss this subject. 
They base their estimates all 
on th ■ developed wealth of the country, which is far less than the value 
of its undeveloped resources. 
Let us take, for example, Germany’s coal 
supplv. 
This is eslimated to be around 409,000,000,000 tons, while 
Franco has only about 17,000,000,000 tons. 
Of this total Germany may 
lose 20 per cent through the taking of Alsace-Lorraine by France. 
She 
may lese some coal deposits on the left bank of the Rhine also, but assume 
that si :> will have left 300,000,000,000 tons in her mines )and place a 
con.^nativo estimate of $1 a ton on this and you will begin to get some 
idea of the value of the country’s great natural resources. This one item 
amounts to $:500,0u0,(»00,000. 
Suppose the allies should decide to take 
one-fourth of this coal supply of Germany and apply it on their bill for 
damages. This would reduce their claims by more than $?2,oui),000,00i).

Like Prohibition, Movement for Good 
Roads Now Sweeps the Country

Just as prohibition, once stalk'd, spread so quickly over the nation 
that the states rushed to get on the “dry” bandwagon, so the good-roada 
movement is sweeping over the country. The vigorous manner in which 
the states have taken up the cry to pull themselves out of the mud indi­ 
cates that at last the public has come to a realization of the sound eco­ 
nomic basis of improved highways. 


Illinois, once the most backward of btates, has come suddenly to the 
forefront. 
Illinois, in its $00,000,000 bond issue project, solved a ques­ 
tion that has puzzled good-roads enthusiasts from the beginning of their 
propaganda for better highways. 
This was the question of a sQund, eco­ 
nomical and fair method of financing a state system of main highways 
to which all other roads could be tributary. 


The taxation problem always is with us, and if an attempt were made 
right now to levy a general tax for good roads it would be met with very 
6erious and powerful opposition. 


But Illinois got around this question through the expedient of the 
application of the automobile license fees to the principal and interest 
of a bond issue. 
Motorists generally co-operated in advocating this 
method of taxing themselves, realizing that the saving in depreciation 
and running expenses would more than meet the burden. 


Thus the “Illinois plan” was evolved and today we have dozens of 
sister states looking into it and preparing to adopt it all, or so much of it 
i.s their constitution or other local conditions \yill permit. 


There is a gcneitl disposition to await price readjustment before 
ambitious construction plans are put under way for 1919. I believe that 
broad-visioned business men will go half way in meeting public officials.

Lacking Essential Can Ba Overcoma 
by Providing Air Duct of Wood, 
Metal or Terra Cotta, Fitted

It Is necessary to have good ventN 
iation if food and vegetables are to be 
Icept safely in storage. 
In many col- 
lars tmder dwellings the lack of venti- 
lation 
is the only essential 
that 
is 
lacking. 
However, this can usually bo 
easily overcome by providing an air 
duct constructed 
of wood, metal 
or 
terra cotta, which, fitted in one of the 
windows, is desirable, as it 
permits 
the cool air t^ enter at the bottom of 
the room. 
Two or more joints of 6- 
inch stovepipe, one with a 
damper, 
and An elbow nmy be used. 
A piece 
of board with a hole the size of the 
pipe is ntted in the window in place 
of one »f the panes of glass.

Spring Flight of Insect Continued 
Over Much Longer Period 
Than Usual. 


HARM TO CORN APPREHENDED 


Department 
of 
Agriculture 
Urge» 
Step* Be Taken to Check Infesta- 
tion— Kerosene Emulsion Will 
Stop March of Pests. 


Warning messages from Missouri, 
Indiana and Illinois state that the 
chinch bug is appearing locally in the 
southern portions of these states and 
somewhat farther north in Indiana. 
The spring flight of the bug continued^ 
over a longer period than usual, and 
for that reason the infestation has 
been extended to larger areas. 
The 
bureau of entomology, United States 
department of agriculture, apprehends 
severe Iniurv to the corn crops later 
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on unless steps are taken to check the 
Infestation, and Is assisting to the ex­ 
tent of Its ability toward putting con­ 
trol measures Into effect. 


Where Bugs Hibernate. 


The bureau of entomology offers the 
following 
Information: 
The 
chinch 
hugs spend the winter in clumps of 
hunch grass and under dead leaves 
and 
rubbish. 
In 
the 
spring 
they 
emerge and fly to fields of young 
wheat, where they lay their eggs on 
the root tops and stems. 
When the 
wheat commences to ripen aud dry, 
the young bugs leave the wheat fields 
in armies and walk—for most of them 
cannot fly—to the cornfields, where 
they do the greatest damage. 


The fact that they make the migra­ 
tion frora the wheat to the corn by 
walking gives the farmer his oppor­ 
tunity to check the invasion by pour­ 
ing road oil along the bottom of a 
shallow furrow dug across the line of 
march. 
Deep holes should be dug 
every 25 feet along the furrow on the 
side nearest the wheat to trap the 
bugs.

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VEGETABLES REQUIRE 
PROPER VENTILATION 


Plan Outlined for Securing This 
in Storage Room. 


It is necessary to have good venti­ 
lation if food and vegetables are to be 
kept safely in storage. 
In many cel­ 
lars under dwellings the lack of venti­ 
lation Lb the only essential that Is 
lacking. 
However, this can usually be 
easily overcome by providing an air 
duct constructed of wood, metal or 
terra cotta, which, fitted in oue of the 
windows, is desirable, as it permits 
the cool air to enter at the bottom of 
the room. 
Two or more joints of 6- 
inch atovepipe, one with a damper, 
and nn elbow may be used. 
A piece 
of board with a hole the size of the 
pipe Is fltted in the window in place 
of one of the panes of glass. Another 
pane of glass may he removed from 
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Chinch Bug, 


the first rows to prevent the bugs 
from going farmer. 
Some corn will 
be injured by the spray, but the bal­ 
ance will be safe from the bug. 


As a preventive measure, burn all 
trash and dried grasses, especially 
such as grow In clumps like “broom 
sedge” during early winter or early 
spring. Roadsides and pastures should 
receive most thorough treatment of 
this character. 


WORKING FOR BETTER SIRES 


Details of construction for the ven­ 
tilation of a storage room in a base­ 
ment 
The air duct may bo made of 
woed, terra cotta, or metal and In­ 
stalled in place of a pane of glass, 
thus avoiding cutting through the cel­ 
lar wall. 
A hinged door the size cf 
another pane of glass may serve as 
an outlet for the warm air, 


the sash and a small hinged door fitted 
in Its place, which when open allows 
the heated air to escape. 
In cold 
weather both the hinged door and the 
damper 
In 
the stovepipe must 
be 
closed. 
The windows In the storage 
room should be darkened in order to 
protect the *.eatables from the light. 


Barrels, crate*, boxes, or bins may 
be used as containers for the various 
vegetables, but movable container» are 
preferaole to built-in bins, as It is 
possible to remove them for cleaning. 
It Is advisable to construct shelves or 
a slat floor to keep the crates, boxes, 
baskets, and other containers off the 
ground. This is highly desirable to In* 
sure a free circulation of air and to 
prevent the containers from harboring 
mice, rats, and other vermin. 
The 
shelves for canned goods along one 
side of the room need not be more 
than C inches wide.

The spirit of merciless competition that is everywhere on this side of the 
Atlantic is totally lacking over there. 
No matter what it costs them they 
always play fair. 
Not just for the sake of playing fair, but because 
it never seems to occur to them to act otherwise. 


All the way through I met with the utmost cordiality and sports- 
manship. 
And it occurred to me that this summer's invasion of otir

different athletes was doing a whole lot to clear up misconceptions between 
the two nations. 
They have created a coimtry-wide interest in both the 
games and the Americans.
